Birch, a Government witness, said 
the money was paid from proceeds 
of an airport contract under a “re- 
bate” agreement which gave Shu- 
shan 2 cents for each cubic yard 
moved . The alleged transactions 
during the five years, 1929-33, in- 
clusive, were covered by the Shu- 
shan indictment. Birch testified 
that he first met Shushan in New 
York in 1929 and said he had “seen 
him five or six times” since then. 

He testified on direct examina- 
tion that in 1932, at the instruction 
of Claude Cummins, president of 
the company, he wrapped up 49 
+ $1000 levee board bonds and placed 


them on Cummins’ desk. 


Delivery of Bonds. 

Birch said the bonds were deliv- 
ered to a man he named as Adam 
V. Keller, whom the Government 
charged acted as Shushan’s New 
York representative. 

Amos W. W. Woodcock, chief 
prosecutor, then questioned Birch

_of the bonds by Shushan in 1934. 
|\Birch testified that Shushan gave

than one shooting affray. 
Kidnaped in 1930. 


In 1930 he was kidnaped with a | 
friend, “Brassie’” McDonald, a book- | 
/maker, and released after being 


robbed of $260. According to a 


‘confidential police report, which | 
was made public more than two} 
years later, McDonald was held; 
seven hours. A ransom was report-| 


ed paid. 


Before the World's ‘Fair, Gum- 


berts operated the old Morgan Club, 
a resort at Jefferson avenue and 
Chestnut street, consisting of a sa- 
loon, winerooms and a garden. One 


night he and Charlie Day, a saloon | 
keeper, both drinking, had an al-,; 


tercation in which they emptied 


_their pistols at each other. Both 
'were wounded and were hospitals 
| for weeks 


Later Gumberts opened the Comp- 


ton Garden, on Compton avenue, 


between Olive and Pine sireets. 


There he quarreled with a competit- 


or. who was shot. This time Gum- 
berts escaped without injury. Fol- 
lowing the arrest of two women 
after a customer was “touched” 
for $150 in the place, his liquor 
license was revoked and he moved 


‘ito the county, establishing the | 


Louisiana Club, at 6601 Delmar 
boulevard. 

While in St. Louis he had been 
embarrassed by the activities of 
Circuit Attorney Joseph W. Folk. 
' Later, as Governor, Folk was in- 
strumental in having Gumberts in- 
dicted in the county several times 
for selling liquor without a license 
and keeping a gambling house. 
However, the operator was never 


more than fined. If his liquor busi- | 
ness was revoked, he found nothing 


to prevent serving members of the 
‘club.” 
| Shot Five Times. 


| It was while running the Louisi- | 
ana Club that Gumberts narrowly | 


escaped with his life when shot five 
times by an acquaintance with 
whom he quarreled in front of the 
club. The story was that the ac- 
quaintance flung an epithet at Gum- 
'berts and the latter slapped him. 
The man got a repeating shotgun 
and fired five times from across 
the street. Physicians said the 


'seattering of shot, due to the dis- | 
'tance, probably saved Gumberts'’ | 


life. A few hours later, after his 
_release from the hospital, Gum- 


| berts bailed his assailant out of | 


'

Assessment Increased by $1,-| 


731,435 Subject to Hearing 
in Chicago Oct. 25. 


The 1935 assessment on properties 
of the Terminal Railroad in St. 
‘Clair and Madison counties has 
‘been tentativelv placed at $8,751,- 
435 by the Illinois State Tax Com- 
mission. This figure is an increase 
Of $1,751,435 over the assessment 
for 1934, which was $7,001,150. 

A hearing on the assessment has 
been set for Oct. 21, at Chicago, fol- 
lowing which the commission will 
establish the 1935 valuations, 

Assessment on main-line trackage 
was increased $2,646,790, and build- 
ings on right-of-way were raised 
$229,421. Secondary trackage was

Italy’s War, World’s Greatest 
Problem, British Liberal Says 


Sir Herbert Samuel Condemns Invasion of 
Ethiopia as “Contemptuous Indiffer- 
ence to Pledge” in Kellogg Pact.

LONDON, Oct. 9.—Never in the 
last 20 years has the British nation 


than in the present grave issue. 


In the face of plain aggression, an 
open breach of the Covenant of the 
League of Nations, a contemptuous 
indifference to the pledge: given in 
the Kellogg anti-war pact, British 
public opinion has reacted with ex- 
traordinary unanimity. 


The British nation is not thinking 
about special British interests in 
East Africa. Such interests as are 
there could be safeguarded without 
difficulty.

N A recent “Letters From the Peo- 
ple” column, my attention was at- 
tracted to an item in reference to nam- 
ing one of our elementary schools for 
Edward W. Foristel.

Dr. Joseph H. Foy was one of our out- 
standing educators. I cannot see why @ 
publi¢ school should bear the name of a 
politician while the memory of a man 
who sacrificed the greater part of his 
life for the education of the American 
youth should go unhonored.

Shields Schoo] from 1892 to 1912, during 
which time his only ideal was the edu- 
cation of the children in his school.

Out of his meager salary of $1700 a year, 
he spent only $9 a month for a flat, was 
content with one suit of clothes and 
cheerfully spent most of his money for 
shoes, clothing, books and often paid the 
tuition for business college fot children 
whose parents were in need.

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OUR JURY SYSTEM AND KANSAS CITY’S. 

We reprint under the cartoon today the full text 
of Circuit Judge Douglas’ report on the jury system 
employed in Kansas City, as well as in other cities 
throughout the nation. Action upon the report on 
the part of the Circuit Judges is expected to take 
place in the December term. . 
Briefly, the jury system used here calls for the 
assignment of a separate jury panel every Monday 
morning during the court year to 10 civil divisions, 
three courts for criminal causes and two courts of 
criminal correction, a total of 15. In the case of 
the civil divisions, 55 prospective jurors are called 
for service; in the crimine! courts, 125; in the courts 
of criminal correction, 100. 
Obviously, most of these prospective jurors do not 
sit on trials of cases. The service of these men con- 
sists largely of reporting in the morning and sitting 
around until they are excused, for which they are 
paid $3 a day each. Thus, there is a considerable 
waste of money involved. Judge Douglas believes, 
if the Kansas City system were adopted, the num-

FIRE PREVENTION WEEK. 
The Odeon blaze, which cost the life of a fireman, 
occurred, ironically enough, during Fire Prevention 
week, whose purpose is to impress deeply upon the 
minds of the people the ever-present danger of fire as 
a destroyer of life and property. 

In an article by Edwin A. Kayser, president of the 
St. Louis Safety Council, in the Chamber of Com- 
merce News, it is shown that fire in St. Louis during 
1934 resulted in 17 fatalities and a loss of $1,445,000 
in property damage. It is heartening to consider 
that fire is to a very large measure controllable. 
When it is considered that, in 1920, property damage 
by fire in St. Louis reached the huge figure of $4,253,- 
705, last year’s figure represents a considerable im- 
provement. 

It is impossible to make a clear analysis of all the 
factors responsible for this reduction; much of it 
may have been due to mere chance. However, 
the best gauges of a city’s standing in the fight 
against fire are the insurance rates, and these show

St. Louis ju- 
ries, as we have pointed out before, are not represen- 
tative of the community. They represent a low ay- 
erage of intelligence. 
There may be a statutory barrier to the adoption 
of the Kansas City system here, but this, we believe, 
could easily be hurdled if the local Circuit Judges 
as a unit would ask the Legislature to take whatever 
action may be necessary. 
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COMMON SENSE ON POTATO CONTROL. 
Some rational suggestions at last are being heard 
in the potato-control debate. Between the necessity 
of doing something for distressed growers, on the 
one hand, and the unworkable law passed by Con- 
gress, on the other, an impasse had developed. Now, 
a committee of producers has recommended certain 
modifications to the AAA which at least afford a 
working basis for sound control methods. 
The difficulty of policing would be greatly reduced 
if the suggestion for increasing the exemption’ from 
five to 50 bushels should be followed, thus eliminat- 
ing thousands of small producers from the law. Other 
irksome and probably unenforceable provisions would 
be removed by exempting the consumer from penal- 
ties (wherein the potato statute goes even further 
than the prohibition law) and eliminating the stamp 
nuisance in sales direct to the consumer. Provision 
for two-thirds approval in a referendum among grow- 
ers for continuance of the plan after the first year 
would be a logical and democratic procedure, 
Only the absence of funds, which were lost in the 
last-minute filibuster in the Senate, has spared the 
country an attempt to enforce an obviously imprac- 
ticable law. The suggestions for simplification should 
be seriously considered by Congress in the search 
for a practical method of relief. 
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CRAFT VS. VERTICAL UNIONISM. 
At the national convention of the A. F. of L., the 
annual battle is on between the conservatives, who 
favor the principle of craft unionism, and the pro- 
gressives, who advocate the vertical union principle. 
In the former case, labor is divided into organiza- 
tions on occupational lines, with the result that, for 
example, on a single construction project, half a 
dozen or more separate unions are represented, such 
as carpenters, plumbers, electricians, bricklayers and 
so on. The vertical union is one where all workers 
in a given industry, such as mining, are members of 
the same union. 
When the A. F. of L. tried to organize the auto- 
mobile industry, it met with the stiffest sort of op- 
position from automobile workers, who did not want 
to be split into numerous crafts, when their work 
was of such a nature as to make such a division un- 
natural, The A. F. of L., capitulating, made an ex- 
ception in favor of vertical unionism so far as the 
automobile industry was concerned. A year or s0 
ago, the Amalgamated Clothing Workers’ Union was 
admitted into the A. F. of L., that organization being 
an example of the vertical union.

system now used by the Circuit Court 
of the Sixteenth Circuit, Jackson County, I 
visited Kansas City on June 8, 9 and 10, 
1935. That circuit is composed of 10 divi- 
sions, one of which, the Independence Divi- 
sion, summons its jurors separately from 
the other divisions. Of the nine divisions 
in Kansas City, one is the Assignment Di- 
vision, for which no jurors are summoned. 
The remaining eight divisions each try civil, 
criminal and equity cases. 

For the week of June 9, all jurors were 
summoned to Division No. 7, presided over 
by Judge Ray G. Cowan, to appear at the 
Courthouse at 8 a.m. The courts in Kan- 
sas City convene at 2:30 a. m. Instead of 
preceding directly to Division 7, however, 
the jurors were directed to a large assem- 
bly room commonly called the “bull pen.” 
Because one of t: e Kansas City Unfon Sta- 
tion murder cas<s was docketed for that 
week, 750 jurors were drawn, a larger num- 
ber than usual. 

The jury census in Kansas City is taken 
from the assessment lists, and is far from 
accurate. Of the 75) drawn, 368 were served. 
Previous to the day for which they were 
summoned, 166 had been excused. There 
were excused from the bench or failed to 
appear, 32, leaving a balance to serve for 
the week of 170. 

Each of the nine Judges presides over 
the jury room for a period of four weeks. 
While so serving, the Judge carries on the 
duties of his division as well. 

The entire panel of 750 names drawn from 
the jury wheel is presented to the Judge. 
The names on the panel are placed in the 
order to which they are drawn. Those not 
served and those excused previous to the 
date for which they were served are 
scratched. The Judge then scratches from 
the panel those excused from the bench, 
and the panel then serves as the roll for 
the Sheriff in charge of the jury room.

At about 8:20 o’clock, Judge Cowan took 
the bench in the assembly room and called 
the roll of those jurors who had been served 
and not previously excused. He then heard 
excuses and the first panel was sent out to 
a trial division at 9:35 a. m. 

The jurors are assigned to divisions from 
the top of the panel, in the order in which 
they are required. As the jurors are re- 
turned from the respective divisions, their 
names are enrolled at the end of the list 
in the order of their respective return. 

On Monday morning, a stenographer is 
sent over from the Sheriff's office. It took 
no longer than two minutes to type a panel

from the jury room that week, the name of 
the Judge to whose division the panel is 
sent and the date and hour. 

When the challenges are returned, the 
time is entered on the list kept in the jury 
room, and those challenges then added at 
the end of the general panel. The time that 
the jury is returned to the jury room is like- 
wise noted and that jury added at the end 
of the panel. The time of these returns is 
strictly kept. The first jurors returned are 
the first jurors sent out again after the 
general panel has been used, so that there 
can be no criticism that any jurors have 
been sent back to a trial division out of 
turn, or that a panel for a division has been 
hand-picked. 

I was advised that usually 600 names are 
drawn from the wheel, providing for 125 
to 150 jurors for service, which is ample 
for the eight trial divisions; but that more 
had been drawn for the particular week I 
was there because of the murder trial men- 
tioned.

For the preceding weeks, the number of 
jurors on duty, which I was advised was 
ample for the business of the eight divi- 
sions, was as follows: 122, 103, 124, 118, 164, 
137, 143 and 132. 

Except for the original roll call, the Judge 
spends little tyme in the “bull pen.” One 
Deputy Sheriff handles the room. He also 
finds time to make out the time slips for 
each juror, which show the days and mile- 
age. Time slips are turned over to the Cir- 
cuit Clerk for warrants, 

There wag no criticism whatever of this 
system from the members of the bench or 
bar of Kansas City to whom I talked. This 
system has been used for 20 years, and I 
am advised no scandal or criticism has ever 
arisen over it. The newspaper men to whom 
I talked approve of it, and I understand it 
has been copied and used at Los Angeles. 
Your Jury Commissioner, Mr. McNamara, 
made a special trip this summer, visiting 
Chicago, Philadelphia, New York, Boston 
and other cities of the East, and found a 
Similar system used in those cities. He ad- 
vises me that he understood it served sat- 
isfactorily. 

The advantages pointed out for this sys- 
tem are: 

1. Fewer jurors are required. 

2. Counsel have no advance knowledge of 
the panel to be called to the division in 
which they will try the cause, which our 
system now affords. 

3. For only one period of the year, the 
Judge is required to listen to excuses from 
prospective jurors. 

From my observation of the Kansas City 
system, and the success with which it has 
met, I recommend its adoption for our cir- 
cuit, provided that the statutes so per- 
mit. I have not had an opportunity to 
make a thorough study of them, but my 
first impression is that we may have the 
power to adopt such a system. Section 
8799, R. S. Mo., 1929, sets out specifically 
the method now used in Kansas City, 
which, by amendment, is: applicable to 
counties of 400,000 to 800,000 inhabitants.

RESIDENT ROOSEVELT takes two 
unprecedented steps to prepare the na 
tion for peace.

“In these specific circumstances, I desire it 
to be understood that any of our people who 
voluntarily engage in transactions of any 
character with either of the belligerents do 
so at their own risk.” 

In the second instance, he declares: “I do 
hereby admonish all citizens of the United 
States to abstain from traveling on any vee 
sel of either of the belligerent nations...” 

Here is frank recognition of the fun 
mental principle which must underlie real 
neutrality—the principle of minding our 
own business, strictly and absolutely. 

In enunciating that principle, President 
Roosevelt respects the overwhelming senti- 
ment of the American people, their deter 
mination to refrain from meddling in the 
affairs of Europe, either as a nation oP 
through acceptance of responsibility for the 
acts of individuals.

Baby Seventh in Line for Brit- 
ish Throne—King George’s 
Third Grandson. 


LONDON, Oct. 9.—A son, the 


British throne, was born to the 
Duchess of Kent early today. 

An official announcement said 
the birth occurred at 2:05 a. m, 


The news was telephoned at once 
to King George and Queen Mary at 
Sandringham, Norfolk. 

The father, youngest son of the 
King, had waited up all night with 
his parents-in-law, Prince and Prin- 
cess Nicholas of Greece, at No. 3 
Belgrave Square.

Strong suits are those containing 
honors in sequence. Generally 
speaking, you lead the highest card 
of the sequence, but you win the 
trick with the lowest card of the 
sequence. 


The table below shows the proper 
card in lead from honor combina- 
tions. The suit to lead will be 
taken up later. It is assumed be-. 
low that the leader has decided 
that the suite shown is the best 
to open.

Believe it or not, the frogs in inland 
waters around Pernambuco grow bigger 
than geese and their hind legs are as 
fat and toothsome. In the harbor of 
Bahia oysters are commonly dredged out 
that measure more than a foot in length. 
One of these serves for a complete course 
for an individual! and is necessarily eaten 
with knife and fork. 

‘The cities of Rio de Janeiro and Santos 
enjoy succulent shrimp of a size seldom 
seen here. They are as long as your 
hand and thicker than your thumb. .The 
biggest of them, for some strange rea- 
son, are netted at the full of the moon. 
Both the seafood and game of Brazil 
are beyond compare. 

The gigantic markets are cornucopias 
of plenty where, until recently, even the 
poor could buy the best at reasonable 
prices. Hence hunger was unknown. A 
dozen varieties of banana named “gold,” 
“silver,” “fig,” “apple,” etc., were to be 
had for the asking. The big Brazilian

rice and beans always, and sweets, fruit, 


cheese and coffee at the end of their 
meals. 
Another reason for the excellence of 


the Brazilian table is that, as in America, 
the best dishes of half a dozef{ nation- 
alities have been taken over and domes- 
ticated—-Italian pastes, German satusages 
and meats, African cornmeal specialties, 
Japanaese rice, African sweets and, more 
than any other, Portuguese dishes. 
. e * 

RAZIL, unlike her sister republics 
south of us, belonged to Portugal and 
not to Spain. Its language is Portu- 
guese, as also its customs and, to a large 
extent, its food. Codfish (bacalhao) for 
instance, the piece de resistance of so 
many meals in Portugal, is quite as com- 
mon in Brazil. The fish itself is import- 
ed from Lisbon. It is sold from the orig- 
inal piece, which swings like a sail from 
the ceilings of all food shops. Some- 
times it is cut up in hunks and soaked 
for the big Friday business in fish; but 
it is never shredded. 


foot long. 


The prevailing mode of preparation is 
to soak a cut of the salt fish overnight 
and stew it with potatoes, onions, toma- 
toes and parsley. But the distinguished 
way to do a soaked salt cod steak is 
to broil it over charcoal, serve it with 
a dozen cloves of raw garlic, and season 
it with olive oil and red wine vinegar. 

The real mainstay, however, is rice and 
beans (arroz e feijoada), the beans _in- 
variably black and never sweetened. Our 
Boston baked navy beans are not rel- 
ished; they are called “dessert” beans. 
At noon all Brazil eats rice, frequently 
flavored with tomatoes, and black beans 
seasoned with garlic. The dish is not 
hot with pepper, unlike the frijoles and 
arroz of Mexico and Spain. 

Enough beans are cooked for two 
meals, as a rule, and the leftover is re- 
cooked, fried in fat, mashed with mandio- 
ca meal and garnished with fried onion 
slices, olives and hard-boiled eggs. In 
this form it is known as Tutu and ac- 
companies meats such as suckling pig 
(leitao) or roupa velha (old clothes), the 
quaint name given to shredded dried 
beef and other meats mixed in a hash. 
Brazilians have as many playful names 
for dishes as do the English with their 
Bubble and Squeak and Love in Disguise

The national beans-and-rice rises to its 
greatest glory in feijoada, Brazil’s most 
distinctive contribution to the gustatory 
joy of nations. At the poor man’s table 
it appears in its simplest form, the beans 
cooked with a thick slice of salt pork 
and a generous chunk of jerked beef 
(called Xarque from early attempts to 
pronounce jerked beef). 

The boiled rice is served in a separate 
dish and each service is liberally sprin- 
kled with mandioca meal. This flour, 
ground out of baked mandioca roots, is 
served in a wooden dish with a wooden 
spoon, exactly the same as grated Par- 
mesan cheese in Italy. And no Brazilian 
table is complete without it. The meal 
is as snowy white as the beans are ebony 
black and the contrast is appetizing, al- 
though the foreigner never gets over 
wondering why black beans are invari. 
ably preferred, among the 8&4 varieties 
of beans grown throughout the country. 

There are beans striped like tiger lilies, 
beans of lavendar, saffron and orange, 
beans in mourning and half mourning, 
beans with black eyes and blind ones, a 
rainbow of beans, yet what becomes of 
these is never known, since they do not 
appear on the table, unless concealed in 
the soup.

HE well-to-do have their feijoada 
T completa (complete bean stew), its 
sliced 


completeness including even 
oranges, the native rum, cachaca, pigs 
feet and—a pig’s ear. 

This last detail sometimes disturbs a 
visiting American, yet down in Our own 
New Orleans pigs’ tails are sold in the 
butcher shops and cooked the same as 
spare-ribs. Pigs’ ears, and snouts too, are 
cut up’ in head cheese and consumed 
without question; but abroad we are in- 
clined to be finicky. Yet once a tourist 


has consumed a feijoada completa he 
is always ready to defend it. 
For the feijoada completa there are 


four essential accompaniments: a liqueur 
glass or two of white rum (cachaca) to 
be drunk as an aperitif by each guest; 
fresh pepper sauce made by mashing 
green and red fresh chilis together and 
diluting them with fresh lime juice (or 
lemon); a wooden bowl of mandioca 
meal (it is tastier when toasted); a large 
dish of juicy oranges, prepared as fol- 
lows: 

Slice off a portion of the stem end and 
throw away; make a circular incision 
around the blossom end, cutting deep, but 
not through the center. Using the blos- 
som end as a base, insert a fork into the 
top and press down to get a firm hold in 
the middle of the fruit. Then with a 
very sharp knife the skin is pared off 
from top to bottom. An expert can do 
this without spilling a drop of the juice. 


Then with the knife irregular pieces 
are sliced off until nothing is left but 
the pulpy center around the fork. Al- 
though there are dozens of special ways 
of preparing the great seedless Bahian 
oranges which accompany feijoada, this 
is the one which has the approval of cen- 
turies. The full flavor of the orange is 
brought out and no sugar is needed. 


Feijoada is served in deep soup plates. 
Begin with a large helping of rice on 
which a bit of each of the meats is laid. 
Ladle a quantity of the soupy beans over 
this. Then sprinkle thickly with mandio- 
ca meal. The sliced orange is either 
piled on top of all or served in a side 
dish. 

Orange flavor suits this dish so well 
that, in some households, orange juice is 
added to the bean sauce or a cupful is 
poured into the water in which the stew- 
ing is done. In Brazil the native white 
rum is sipped both before and during the 
whole enjoyable process of eating this 
dish. The defense is that it acts as a 
digestive. 

There is no quick way to make fei- 
joada. The Brazilian cook allows three to 
five hours, depending on freshness of the 
beans; but the result is quite unlike any- 
thing else in the world, so the time is 
well spent. 

Since this is a full meal‘in itself, noth- 
ing follows it except perhaps cheese and 
blaek coffee. But the Brazilian is not 
addicted to coffee with meals. He takes 
it during the day for refreshment, in tiny 
cups filled to the top with the damp raw 
sugar of the country which is reflectively 
stirred with a doll house spoon.

Mr. Chapman proceeds to take the 
general practitioners of the country 
to task and says, quite truly, that 
they all should learn to suspect and 
recognize early cases of tuberculos- 
is. My own experience would in- 
cline me to believe that the general 
practitioners in the United States 
are alert to the importance of the 
subject and, as I say, that his ex- 
perience was simply unfortunate.
